He ststed he understood that we woul.d probably bulM in flreinia and that tass- 
■such as Willleirts, Coil® md Blanchard was a firm frm that dtste he iropea it 
»i.fht participat® with the prime architect as an sssoeiate. Be W'ss assured 
that we b»d not selected an assocljite architect and. that Ms ^request wouM cer- 
tainly be given consideration. H© said that they had in mind writinr us an- 
ofeher letter reouesting consl-deraticn as an associat© srebitset and I eucouragea 
Mm to do this. 
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
